Tenth meeting 1927. 

Minutes of the regular meeting of 
the Council of the Municipal District 
of Blackfoot, No.218, held in the Mun- 
teipal office, Gleichen, Tuesday Oct- 
ober 1, 1927, at 1 p.m. 

Present: Reeve Thorssen, Deputy- 
Reeve McBean and Councillors Daw 
Dustan and Elder. 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read. 

Coun. McBean: That the minutes of 
Council meeting of August 27th, 192% 
be adopted as read.—Carried. 

The secretary-treasurer reportec 
that he had received his bond for the 
sum of $5,000, No. 3-004971, London 
Guerantee & Accident Company, i: 
favor of the Municipal District 0! 
Blackfoot, No. 218, and that th 
premivm from the 11th day of August 
vatil the end of the year was $7.84 
also that the Chapman-Slessor Agen. 
cies Ltd. Edmonton, agents ‘for the 
said bond company, had advised that 
Mr. Hyndman’s bond would be in ful 
force and effect until January 1st 
1928, as originally written, and that 
there was no extra charge for thc 
continuance until that date. Bond No 
8-004071 was forwarded to the 
Dept. of Municipal Affairs, Edmon- 
ton, on Sept. 24th, for inspection. 

Coun, Dunstan: That the bond ob:

_ Detailed report of the ‘Eventide 
Home sewage disposal overflowing t: 
the highway, as submitted by Solic 
tor Boyd was read. The first por: 
tion of this report covered negotia 
tions between the various factions, by 
letter and telegram, leading up to: 
meeting at the office of the Mayor 
of Gleichen on October 8rd, where the 
situation was discussed by Mayor 
Pureel, Provincial Engineer R. B. 
Owen, Solicitor Boyd and Messrs 
Maclean and Wright. This company of 
men afterwards visited the grounc 
where the nusance complained af it 
situated and Mr. Owen was there- 
upon persuaded that a temporary 
measure could effectively be put inte 
operation by way of a pump that 
would throw the discharge fron 
Eventide Home out to the surface oj 
the ground some 400 or 600 feet fron 
the public road, and Mr. Owen there 
upon ifistructed Adjutant Norbert 
that he should immediatcly sce to the 
installation of a pump to carryp 
out thet operation referred to. Thit 
arrangement is working out satis: 
factory as a temporary measure anc 
there ie on foot a permanent scheme 
which as soon as the details arc 
worked out will get rid of the nuis 
ance which has been the subject o: 
this controversy.

At the invitation of the Dominion Government there will assemble at 
Ottawa early in November a conference of representatives of the Federal 
Government and of all the 
Will be given to the many questions affecting the interests and rights of the 


Dominion and its several provinces, This conference will be attended by the 
Dominion Prime Minister and some of his colleagues and by all nine 
Provincial Premiers who in each case will be accompanied by cabinet 
collesgues. 

The object of this round table conference of course, to discuss 


Problems commion to all and endeavor to find satisfactory solutions, to adjust 
any differences now existing, to try and harmonize conflicting laws, eliminate 
overlapping in adiinistration, and, in to study the financlal 
requirements of the ‘ral governmental units. In a word, it is co- 
operation for the good of all Canada. Its importanee, therefore, does not 
call for any special emphasis, 

This conference of Canadian Premiers designed to accomplish for 
Canada something similar to what the recent Imperial Conference at London 
aecomplished for the Empire as a whole. For example, the exact status of

sometimes resulting in lack of co-operation. Ip any event, people fect there 
is an unnecssary waste of the taxpayers’ money with Dominion, Provinclal 
and Municipal police. ‘Tie Premiers’ Conference will.give consideration to 
such problems as the. 

Then there is the ever-reeurring question of the Dominion subsidies paid 
to the Provinces, and the complications resulting from the fact that some 
Yrovinces have control of their natural resources whiie others have not. As 
Qn outcome of the Duncan Report, the Maritime Provinces have been given a 
new financial arrangement temporarily. To this the other Provinces have 
not raised any objection, but if a new and permanent arrangement is to be 
inade in the interests of these Provinces, then all the Provinces have a vital 
interest in the matter. 

Furhermore, it is now fairly well recognized that the financial terms 
originally fixed at the time of Confederation, and as altered from time to 
time, work out to the advantage of the Dominion and unfairly to the 
Provinces, That is to say, increased population brings largely increased 
revenues to tht Dominion through Customs, Excise, and other forms of 
taxation, but to the Provinces inereased population means enormously 
increased expenditures for education, roads, hospitals, cour! houses, and 
institutions of various kinds, while the smal! increase in the subsidies 
recelved from Ottawa because of such larger population ig a mere bagatelle 
compared with such expenditures. Re-adjustment of the financial terms, 
therefore, becomes a necessity from time to time, 

No one thing is more apt to weaken Confederation than the existence of a 
feeling that it is not working out quite fairly to the Provinces, or that, in 
regard to those matters which are snbject to both Dominton and Provincial 
jurisdiction, Federal Departments are not displaying that spirit of helpful 
co-operation which is essential to complete efficiency In Provincial adimiuts- 
tration, On the other hand, real unity in effort, frank recognition and under- 
standing of each other's problems, and sympathetic consideration and action 
will make the Dominion united and strong. 

The people of Canada will entertain high hopes that the Ottawa 
Conference will be as successful in Its field as the Imperial Conference was in 
the larger arena of Empire affairs,

It’s conditions are wretched and 
the tides in Fox Bay, where the ships 
spent most of thelr time, were 
strong that ice was carried past at 
the rate of seven knots an hour. The 
Putnam expedition is believed to have 
been the first to traverse this region 
since its original discovery by Fox, an 
Englishman, in 1681.

|Commander Byrd Will Meet With 
Huge Obstacles In Antarctic 
Flight 


In planning his flight to the South 

Pole, Commander Richard 13. Byrd 
| confronts obsiacles that make his 
hazardous North Pole hop seem, at 
jleast, to the layman, like child’s play 
in comparison, 

In the Aretic he had a land base, at 
| Spitzbergen, within 800 miles of the 
| Pole. In the Antarctic his permanent 
supply base probably will be estab- 
Hshed 2.599 miles from the Pole, on 
Stewart Island in the New Zealand 
| broup. 

Since the distance prohibits a take- 
off from his base, as was possible on 
the North Pole flight, Commander 
Byrd is planning to sail by ship to 
New Zealand and from there into the 
ice field, to set up a series of camps, 
200 miles apart toward the objective. 
From one of these, with two planes, 
jhe would try a dash to the Pole, he 
sald. 


Island, he would have to sail along 
the little known coast of South Vic- 
toria Island into Ross Sea, the open 
bay entered by Captain Jas, Ross, 
English explorer, in 1841. That coast 
is described by the National Geogra- 
phic Society from available records 
as being a wild range of ice-covered

“Preserving India’ 's Sacred Trees 


lea Banyans hee Principal Attrac- 
| tlon At Royal Botanical Garden 
| One of the attiactions of the Royal 
| Botanical Garden at Sibpur, Indla, is 
its huge banyan trees, One of the 
largest of these trees has had to un- 
dergo a surgical operation for fungus 
growths. The present oge of the tree 
is about 158 years, but according to 
Dr. King, the superintendent, it 4s 
much older, The circumference of the 
trunk, in 1928, at o height of about 6% 
fect, was about 561 feet, the crown 
about 1,000 feet, and the number of 
nerlal roots about 601, which are ac- 
tually rooted down in the ground. 
It is a pity that the main trunk 
was rotten and had to be cut down, 
leaving a wide gap at the centre. The | 
dome-shaped outline of the tree from 
a distance presents a grand picture. 
The tree Is religiously regarded by 
the Hindus, and gives shade to many 
weary visitors, specially during the 
hot months of May and June. The} 
“bar” is called banyan a3 it used to | 
give shelter to the merchants (Benya | 
or Banik) during the old days, when 
there were no railways and other ar- 
Yangements for transporting goods. 
Attempts are being made to keep 
this oldest tree of the Royal Botanic 
Garden allye by removing the infested 
branches, and by aerating the aerial 
roots and manuring. A few young 
plants have been planted to fill up| 
the gap at the centre, and efforts will | 
be made to graft the branches of the 
new plants to the older ones, The 
}ground under the tres Is being raised 
to keep off the floods curing the rains 
and thus protecting the aeyial roots | 
from being waterlogged,
